1. Recorded . 

2. There were 109 Judicial Officers in the 
State during the year and engaged wholly or 
partly in the administration of Criminal Justice . 

3. There was a decrease of 5038 cases reported 
during the period as compared to the figures for 
the previous year. The number of offences 
reported under the Penal Code was on the dec 
rease while those reported under the Special and 
Local Laws was on the increase . 

II . OriginalCases. 
4. Bench Magistrates and other Courts. The 
number of cases for disposal in the Bench Magis 
trates Courts during the period was 54297. Of 
these 17417 were disposed of during the period . 
The total number of cases including re -admission 
etc., instituted in all classes of Magistrates 
Courts , other than Bench Magistrates Courts, was 
65721. 73703 cases were disposed of during the 
period. 

5. Sessions Courts. The total number of 
cases for trial in the Sessions Courts was 512 of 
which 370 were disposed of during the period . 
The average duration of disposal of cases was 
65 days counted from the date ofreceiptof records 
in the Sessions Court to the date of disposal. Out 
of 672 persons tried for murder 13 were sentenced 
to death , 70 sentenced for transportation for life 
and life imprisonment, 117 sentenced to other 
punishments, 303 discharged or acquitted , 8 other 
wise disposed of and the remaining 161 persons 
were awaiting trial at the end of the year. 

III Appeals. 
6. Magistrates Courts. The number of appeals 
disposed of was 378. The average duration of 
appeals disposed of was 106 days in the Courts of 
the District Magistrates and 64 in the Courts of 
the other First Class Magistrates. 

7. Sessions Courts. 402 appeals involving 
448 personswere decided in the Sessions Courts. 
The percentage of appellants whose convictions 
were set aside or against whom proceedings were 
quashed was 35.04 . 

8. The High Court. Including the 42 appeals 
pending at the beginning of the year , there were 
for disposal 295 appeals . 257 appeals were dis. 
posed of and 38 appeals were pending at the end 
of the year. 

9. Result of appeals. Of the 257 appeals decid . 
ed , 17were by persons concerned in Referred 
Trials, 179 were by persons convicted by lower 
courts, and 61 were appeals against acquitials. In 
the 179 appeals against conviction , the findings of 
the lower courts and thesentences passed by them 
were upheld in the case of 119 appellants, sen 
tence altered with or without altering conviction 
in the case of 56 , appeal rejected but sentence 
enhanced in revision or appeal in the case of 
4 conviction quashed and acquittal ordered in the 
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case of44 , conviction quashed and retrial ordered 
in the case of 13, conviction confirmed , butaccus 
ed released on probation in the case of one,strick 
off as superfluous in the case of 7 and abated by 
the death of the appellant in the case of one 
person . 

Of the 61 appeals against acquittal, inter 
ference was declined in 37, acquittal set aside and 
convicted in 10, acquittal set aside and retrial 
ordered in 7, sentence enhanced in 6 , and abated 
by the death of the respondent in one. 

IV . Rivisions and References. 
10. The number of petitions presented before 
the District and First Class Magistrates was 264. 
174 Revision petitions were received during the 
year in the Sessions Courts , 141 petittons were 
disposed of during the period. 273 petitions were 
received by the High Court during the period . 
277 petitions were dispossed of during the period. 

Of the 16 referred trials involving 17 persons 
for disposal during the period 15 involving 16 
persons were disposed of. Death sentence was 
confirmed in the case of 9 persons, death sentence 
was commuted to ransportation for life or life 
imprisonment in the case of 6 persons, and con 
viction quashed and retrial ordered in the case of 
one person . 

V. Miscellaneous 
11. Witnesses. In Magistrates Courts 90150 
• were examined and in the Sessions Courts C144. 

12. Fines. The amount of fine imposed dur 
ing the period was Rs. 567958-14-2 and the total 
to be realised was Rs. 71,1337-3-4 out of which 
Rs. 51,4299-3-5 was realised during the year . 
Rs. 324 /- was awarded as compensation. 

13. Juveniles. 189 juveniles ( 167 boys and 22 
girls) were charged during the period, all were 
brought to trial, 87 were discharged , 93 (87 boys 
and 6 girls) were convicted,of whom 76 were sent 
to the Registered School, 16 were warned and 
released and one released on probation . 9 juveni 
les (8 boys and one girl) were awaiting trial at 
the end of the year. 

14. Salient features. In the erstwhile Cochin 
State the Magistracy even prior to the integration 
of the two States has been a part of the Judiciary , 
but in the erstwhile Travancore State it worked 
as a part of the Executive. One of the salient 
features in the administration of the Department 
was the seperation of Magistray from the Exe 
cutive in the erstwhile Travancore area also on 
1-5-1955 .

2. The Basic Agricultural School was under 
the administrative control of the Development 
Commissioner . 

3. The Basic Agricultural School was star 
ted on 24th May , 1953 for imparting basic train 
ing in Agriculture and allied subjects to the 
candidates selected for the post of Gramsevaks 
in the Community Projects and National Exten 
sion Service Blocks and continued to function 
during the year under review . 

4. Sri N. Sankara Menon, B. A., B. Ag, who 
was the Principal from 4-9-1954 was promoted as 
Director of Agriculture . SriMenon was relieved 
by Sri P. U.Nair, Senior Lecturer on 23-10-1955 
and Sri P. U. Nair remained in charge of the 
Basic Agricultural School till 30-12-1955 . Sri 
K.R. Ramachandran Nair, B. Ag., Permanent 
District Agricultural Officer , Moovattupuzha was 
appointed as Principal and he took charge on the 
after-noon of 30-12-1955. Besides the Principal 
the teaching staff consists of - 

Sri P. U. Nair, G. B. V. C., Lecturer in 
Animal Husbandry , Sri Jacob P. John , B. Sc. 
(Agr.) -Lecturer in Agriculture, Sri C. M. John , 
B.Sc. (Ag.) Lecturer in Agricultural Engineer 
ing, Sri K. B. Pisharodi, B. Sc. (Ag.) Lecturer 
in Botany . 

Sri Jacob P. John was appointed as Senior 
Graduate Assistant, CashewnutResearch Scheme, 
Kottarakara on 23-5-1956 and Sri K. B. Pisharodi 
as Agronomist, Extension Training Centre , Kot 
tarakara on 31-3-1956. Sri P. S. Damodaran Nair 
and Sri T. N. Purushothama Pisharodi were ap 
pointed in their places. 

5. The third course of training which started 
on 3rd January, 1955 with 120 students termina 
ted on 3rd January, 1956. Of the 114 candidates 
who appeared for the final examination , 102 were 
declared eligible for admission to the Extension 
Training Centre , Kottarakara , 9 were declared to 
have passed but not eligible for admission to the 
Extension Training Centre and 3 students failed . 

6. The fourth course of training started on 
16th January , 1956. The 

selected only 118 
joined the school. Of these 30 are ex- servicemen . 
Out of the 118 trainees, three have left the school 
before completing training and only 115 students 
remain . The selection was made by the Selection 
Board constituted for the purpose. 

7. Sri M. Abdussalam , I. A. S., Additional 
Development Commissioner and Mr. Earl I. 
Bacon , Extension Training Adviser made fre 
quentvisits to the School and rendered every 
possible assistance.

Are the boatmen entitled to bonus from the 
Factory and if so what should be the quantum 
of bonus and what is the period for which it 
is payable ? 

Are the boalmen entitled to unemployment 
wages for the periods of involuntary unemploy 
ment with retrospective effect from the year 1954 ? 

Are the boatmen entitled to waiting charges 
for the periods exceeding 12 hours they are 
made to wait at the cane loading points or at the 
Factory boat basin and if so , at what rate ? 

Are the boatmen entitled to get refund of 
the amounts deducted from their wages by the 
management of the Pamba River Factory dur 
ing the years 1952 to 1954 ? 


6. (i) If a tapper sustains an injury resulting 
in death , the widow and children of the tapper 
shall be paid a compensation of Rs. 300. If he 
has no wife or children , other members of his 
family as defined in Rule 2 (iii) shall become 
eligible for the compensation . 

(ii ) If a tapper sustains an injury which 
falls under category of Rule 5 , he shall be 
awarded a compensation of Rs. 150. 

(iii) If a tapper sustains an injury which 
falls under category e of Rule 5 , he shall be 
awarded a compensation not exceeding Rs. 100 as 
is warranted in each case. 

7. When a claim for an injury arises, the ap 
plication for compensation should be made to the 
Director of Industries and Commerce through 
the Palm Gur Organiser supported by the fol 
lowing documents. The application should as far 
as possible be made by the person sustaining the 
injury and only in case he is no more or he is in 
capacitated from doing so as a result of the in 
jury , should theapplication be made by some 
others , in which case such application should as 
far as possible be made by his nearest relative 
mentioned in Rule 2 (iii). 

( a ) A full statement of circumstances in 
which the injury was received or death 

occurred . 
(b ) A certificate from a Medical Officer not 
below the rank of an Assistant Surgeon or 
the Police Officer not below the rank of a 
Sub Inspector of Police , certifying to the 
injury or death as the case may be. The 
Sub Inspector of Police should also record 
his conclusions as to whether the accident 

was the result ofsuicide or deliberate act. 
8. The Palm Gur Organiser, on receipt of the 
application , shall within 14 days submit the ap 
plication to the Director of Industries and Com 
merce with his own recommendations in the 
matier making a special reference to the circum 
stances of the accident, the dependents of 
tapper etc. 

9. The application for compensation received 
by the Director of Industries and Commerce 
shall be disposed of by the Director of Indus 
tries and Commerce within one month of receipt 
of report of the Palm Gur Organiser . 

10. The amount of compensation payable 
under these rules in any year will be limited to 
the provision sanctioned under " 43 (b ) (ix ) -Palm 
Gur Development Scheme -- Compassionate 
provision for fatal accidents in that year s 
budget. 

11. The Director of Industries and Commerce 
shall sumit to the Government a quarterly state 
ment showing the details of compensation paid .

I am directed by the Raj Pramukh of Travan 
core-Cochin to address you on the subject of the 
reorganisation of the Education Department. 

2. The Department has of late grown largely 
and the volume of work it has to handle has 
increased considerably . The P. S. S. Scheme 
alone, for instance , has brought more than 1000 
additional schools under the full administrative 
and financial control of the Department. The 
very pattern of education has been recast and the 
courses of studies are being reformed . Under 
the Second Five Year Plan several important 
educational schemes have been taken up and are 
in the course of implementation Technical Edu 
calion , which was till now receiving little atten 
tion, has now been given a very important place 
in the Plan . Technical schools are being started 
and technical courses introduced in the Higher 
Secondary Schools. Education of the handi 
capped has been taken up and more institutions 
are being established for the purpose. A very 
elaborate programme of building construction is 
being undertaken by the Department at consider. 
able cost. The transfer of the Provident Fund 
Section from the Comptroller s Office to the

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Education Department, the opening ofnew acade 
mies ofMusic, Schools ofPainting etc., the starting 
of Nursery Training Schools and Nursery Schools , 
expansion of social education , the setting up of 
a separate Research Unit in the Department for 
intensive Research work in the field of Education 
the organisation of Audiovisual Education Units, 
Vocational Guidance Clinics, Distributing Libra 
ries etc., all these have added very considerably 
to the work of the Education Department. The 
expansion of the Department on the administra 
tive side has not, however , kept pace with the 
increase ofwork . Government feel that in order 
to enable the Department to deal effectively and 
promptly with the large volume of work and to 
exercise efficient control over the very large 
number ofinstitutions under it, theadministrative 
machinery of the Department requires immediate 
strengthening.

(b ) INSPECTORATE . 
(i) Divisional Officers. 

At present there are 3 Education Divisions 
in the State each under a Divisional Education 
Oflicer on Rs. 450-600. There is also an Inspec 
tréss of Girls School at Trivandrum on the scale 
of Rs. 450-600. This latter post will be abolished 
and instead another post of Divisional Education 
Oficer created .

(ii ) District EducationalOfficers. 

There are 8 District Educational Officers 
excluding the one at Nagercoil to be transferred 
to the Madras State and one Inspectress of Girls 
Schools at Ernakulam . 

Most of the District Educational Officers 
now have over 60 High and Training Schools 
under their direct control and some of them as 
many as 70 and even more. These Officers have 
also to supervise the academic work in the Pri 
mary schools. For the efficient supervision and 
control of the institutions it is considered that 
no District Officer should have more than 45 
High and Training Schools under his direct con 
trol. When work is redistributed on this basis 
there will be 14 Educational Districts in the 
State excluding the area to be transferred to 
Madras State.

(iii ) INSPECTORS OF PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

There are at present 50 sub -districts exclud 
ing those in the area to be transferred to Mad 
ras, each under an Inspector of Primary Schools .

works in the Department of Colonisation includ 
ed in the Second Five Year Plan. It was also 
ordered that the Director of Colonisation will 
address the Collectors in all matters concerning 
his Department in the District.

2. The department of Soil Conservation started 
functioning from January 1955 with Dr. M. Suku 
maran Nair as the Director of Soil Conservation 
who continued to be so during the period under 
review . 

3. The department was constituted with two 
main objects viz., (a ) to completely control 
and prevent soil, erosion of cultivated sloping 
dry lands susceptible to loss by soil erosion with 
special emphasis on the cultivated catchment of 
the river valley and hydro -electric projects of the 
State and (b ) to provide a partial solution to the 
ever increasing problem of un -employment by 
constituting a land army to execute effective anti 
erosion measures with manual labour . 

4. The departmentwas organised with finan 
cial assistance from the Central Soil Conser 
vation Board of the Government of India on the 
basis of a six year Scheme. According to the 
scheme 75 % of the cost of works done on any 
land has to be realised from the beneficiaries 
concerned, the balance being met by the Central 
and State Government equally . 

5. From the date of the inauguration of the 
scheme on 19th January , 1955, till the end of the 
year under review effective soil conservation 
measures were implemented in an area of 372.60 
acres in Khoompanpara in Devicolam Taluk at 
a total costof Rs. 40,135-4-0 towards wages to 
26,757 men days of labour. Another area of 774.6 
acres in Vettilapara Ex-servicemen s Colony 
was selected for work and the work was com 
pleted by the middle of March 1956. The total 
expenditure incurred for field work in this area 
came to Rs. 86,618-8-0 . This work provided 
57,745 men days of labour.
